EAGAN TALK* WITH ALGEB. 


War Department Preparing For Com- 


missary General's Court Martial 


Special dispatches.Washington, Jan. 18. 


It was stated at the war department 


that no announcement would be made 
today of the detail for the courtmartial 
of General Eagan. It is likely that the 
department is in telegraphic corres- 
pondence with a number of officers of 
high rank regarded as available to 
ascertain whether they can undertake 
the. duty of courtmartial without in- 
jury to the service to which they are 
now assigned. Pending the result of 
these inquiries it is of course, not pos- 
sible to publish full details. Secretary 
Alger came to the department at 10 
o'clock this morning- and among his 
first visitors was Commissary General 
Eagan. The general was on duty as 
usual and the burden jot his conversa- 
tion with the Secretary was as to a 
supply of certain commissary stores 
to the United States garrisons at Cuba. 
The continuance of General Eagan at 
his duties is an indication that he has 
not yet been officially advised of the 
fact that he is to be tried by court- 
martial, for if advised then, he would 
be under technical arrest and would 
be obliged to turn over his office to 
some 'one else. Up to this point the 
Judge advocate general has not been 
called upon to formulate charges and 
specifications to be submitted to the 
courtmartial.

Street Were Hushed In Sad ness as tho 


Funeral Procession Passed. 


Lewiston, Me., Jan. 18.—The special 


funeral train bearing the remains of 
Congressman Dh-Sjley arrived at 1:10 
p. m. Whan the ^'am whistled on the 
bridge between Auburn and Lewiston 
the signal was given over the fire alarm 
and all the bells of the city began to toll. 
and continued until the remains were 
deposited upon the catafalque at city 
hall. There was a great concourse of 
people at fhe station. On the arrival of 
the train the remains were taken in 
charge by the local general committee. 
Carriages were in waiting, and the 
family was taken at once to Mr. Ding- 
ley's home onTine street, and the mem- 
bers of the congressional committee to 
the Elm House and Maine hotel in Au- 
burn. 


In the hushed and darkened council 


chamber of his native city's municipal 
building the mortal remains of Nelson 
Dingley lay in state for five hours yes- 
terday "afternoon. Hundreds passed 
through the draped chamber to gaze for 
one moment upon the features of the 
Snaa they called their friend. 


While his death had been anticipated 


for some days, the blow was a grievous 
one, and from the time that the funeral 
train drew up to the station but little 
Was thought of in this city, except the 
virtues of the departed statesman. 


Leaving Washington shortly after 3 


o'clock Monday afternoon, immediately 
following the conclusion of the exer- 
icises in the house, the funeral train, con- 
sisting of four Pullman coaches, was 
nearly an hour late into Boston, but a 
representative of the governor of Massa- 
chusetts wias waiting to convey the 
Sympathy of the commonwealth to Mrs. 
Dingley and leave a magnificent bank 
of flowers as th* offering of the old Bay 
state. 


The run over the Boston and Maine 


railroad was rapid and uneventful, with 
a brief stop at Portsmouth and another 
longer one at Portland. Here the train 
was met by a committee from the Lewis- 
ton board of trade, who extended sym- 
pathy of the city to the family, while th« 
representatives from the Portland city 
government were also at the station. 
The funeral car was draped in black, and 
»t noon the train utarted upon its final 
run to this city. 


It was a touching sight as the four cars 


sped along over the snow-clad country, 
to see the silent throngs at the railroad 
stations, gazing with saddened faces and 
bared heads at the flying train and know- 
Ing its burden of grief, and these little 
crowds became more and morg in evi- 
dence as the train neared its destina- 
tion. 


At length the city of mourning was 


reached, with its densely crowded sta- 
tion platform, its half-masted flags and 
its tolling bells. The work of transfer- 
ring the casket to the hearse was soon 
accomplished, the family passed through 
the silent crowd to their carrifcg-es, tha 


i congressmen with their white sashes 


took their places beside the remains and 
the procession btartsd for the city hall. 
On either hand the sidewalks were lined 
•with sorrowful pccple. 


The first carriage bore the widow, with 


her son, Edward N. Dingley, his wife and 
their two children. In the second was 
Miss Edith Dingley, her brother Arthur, 
Colonel Hooe and Frank L.. Dingley, a 
•brother of the governor. The rest of the 
family occupied the other carriages, fol- 
lowed by the balance of the congressional 
party. 


City hall with its draped front was 


soon reached, and here the hearse was 
stopped while the family kept on to the 
house, a short distance up Pine street 
The coffin was carried up into the coun- 
cil chamber and placed on a. catafalque, 
while members of the local G- A. R. post 
and personal friends of Mr. Dingiey 
mounted as guard a.round the hall. 


The hall was darkened, but a subdued 


glow from a cluster of electric lights 
shone on the features of the dead con- 
gressman, giving them a wonderful life- 
like appearance, while men and women 
streamed through the hall for five hours. 


At 7 o'clock the doors were closed, only 


to be opened shortly after, as the casket 
was brought forth and carried up the 
street to the home, whereat found a rest- 
ing place amid the scenes and among 
'those he loved so well. 


Last night the city was hushed in sad- 


ness. Today it Is reverently uniting in 
a last sad farewell to one of Maine's 
noblest sons. 
'

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The funeral services today were held 


In 
the Pine Street Congregational 


church at 10 o'clock. Kev. G. M. Howe 
conducted the exercises and pronounced 
an eulogy on the deceased statesman. 
Governor-Powers was present with his 
itaff and council, as well as a large dele- 
gation from the state legislature, and 
the entire city government was In at- 
tendance. 


A number of the schools are closed, and

Device* by Which They Are 'Woo*d 


From the Unwary. 


The steamship hands of the ocean liners 


have a systematic game for drawing tips 
from the pcckots of unsuspecting passen- 
gers that rivals anything ever perpetrated 
by the most expert hotel employees. The 
game is called "sea draughts" or "sea 
checkers," and consist of a number of 
clever "moves" well known to every sail- 
or, steward, cabin boy and deckhand. 


Those who know these "moves" tho best 


are, however, very reluctant to reveal just 
how they are practiced, and they would 
still bo dark secrets but for the informa- 
tion gathered by Dr. O'Laughlin, senior 
physician of tho White Star lino. 


"Sea draughts," says the doctor, "is 


briefly tho game, or rather a game, by 
which our men add to their wages by 
woo- 


ing money out of our patrons' pockets. It 
took ino years to bucome acquainted with 
even tho rudiments of the game, and but 
for the information received from a amok- 
ing room steward whom I treated through 
a serious illness I should still bo in igno- 
rance on the subject. 


''To the experienced deckhand there are, 


I believe, 254 'moves' in sea draughts. 
I Move No. 1 consists in 'spotting1—i. c., 
in carefully watching—the passengers on 
the deck or as they come aboard, so as to 
select those with liberal, kindly faces and 
to avoid those who have been too openly 
taken in on previous voyages. 


•'Move No. 2 is to approach a passenger 


in need of a match and, as if on the spur 
of the moment, to offer him a ligtit. If 
the smoker bo at all free with his money, 
he is pretty sure to fish out some small re- 
ward for tliis attention. 
The smoking 


room steward has special faDilities for 
playing move No. 2. It lies within his 
power to let the smoking room stock of 
matches run down and then to dispatch a 
confederate in search of would be smokers 
along tho deck. The confederate appears 
in the nick of time. 


"Move 22 begins with the sly addition 


of some chalk, or even paint, to the fa- 
vorite seat of a liberal passenger.x The 
passenger in question returns to his pet 
spot, and all unconsciously sits down. 
Suddenly he is aroused by the exclamation 
of an apparently horrified deckhand: 
'Lor', sir, you've been and sat in sonio 
paint. Never mind, though. I'll get it 
off for you. I never comes aboard with- 
out some benzine.' In the case of chalk a 
clothes brush is produced with equal 
readiness.

experience upon the vast deep and recall 
whether he has ever yielded up his worldly 
wealth in response to some of the S54 
'moves' of sea draughts."—New York 
Journal.

Within the boundaries of the 'assembly's' 
jurisdiction the. mansions were long 
marked by a somber simplicity. After 
nightfall all external signs of occupancy 
or of cheerfulness vanished.

Gayest People In the World. 


The population of Italy is 8,000,000 less 


than the population of France, but Italy 
has more theaters than France and twice 
as many as England, though the popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom is fully 5,000,- 
000 larger than that of Italy. These fig- 
ures, recently compiled, ro-enforoe the 
claim long ago made by Italian managers 
that there are more theaters in proportion 
to its population in Italy than elsewhere 
in the world. There are. approximately 
1,000 
places of amusement in the United 


States. In Italy there are 448; in France, 
437; 
in Germany, 390; In Great Britain, 


853, and in Spain, 210. 


One explanation which has been offered 


for the very large number of theaters in 
Italy is that many of them are small af- 
fairs and unworthy of recognition as such. 
This view of the case, however, is inac- 
curate, as in respect to the seating capac- 
ity Italian theaters ore rather larger than 
those of other countries. One explanation 
of the large number of theaters in Italy is 
to be found in the fact that the cultivation 
and appreciation of music are perhaps 
more general in Italy than in any other 
country, and many of tbo playhouses there- 
fore are devoted not to tbo theatrical but 
to musical entertainments. What are call- 
ed concert halls in England are theaters 
in Italy.

ENGLAND'S LAttOB PROBLEM* 


There is every -ndication that a pro- 


tracted social war is now beginning 
Jn Great Britain. It may shake indus- 
trial England to the very foundation, 
and its outcome will be the prophecy 
for oie next century. The standard of 
living for the workers of the greatest 
nation on earth will be contended for 
in the war. and it looks as if neither 
side can enter the conflict with the 
keenest consciousness of right. 


The beginning of 
the momentous 


struggle is announced this way by 
special correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated 
Press from England: 
"The 


power of the trades unions is gon.e, ab 
far .as Great Britain is concerned. The 
British employers are formirig a gigan- 
tic combination to fight the workmen 
•with their own weapons. The engi- 
neering federation, which proved so 
powerful in the recent strike, has in- 
vited employers in all the trades to 
•crush the tyranny1 of trades union- 
ism." It is to be done in the old way. 
Legislation favorable to the employers 
is to be secured.and an important privi- 
lege desired is the freedom to make 
contracts with individuals instead of 
with unions. An organization to gain 
the employers' ends Is being formed. 
Ita committee will negotiate with all 
strikers and the employers with whom 
labor has the dispute will remain in 
the background. Any firm fighting a 
strike will receive from the associated 
employers an idemnity equal to profits 
lost during the fight.

The Chronicle 
is 'also forced to admit that there aro 
many workmen living at the expense 
of the union who could get work if 
they wanted it. On this point the em- 
ployers say that they cannot induce 
idle men to work at prosperity wages. 


It may be that tne working people 


of England are about to make the un- 
pleasant discovery that their labor 
unions have not been worthy custo- 
djans of their rightf. But that should 
not startle them nor England. 
The 


right of workmen to a living wage is 
a right as dear and as hard to con- 
sarve as the right of personal and nat- 
ional liberty. It requires the combined 
genius of the people of any nation to 
protect their liberties and keep them 
from degenerating into au arrogance 
that would produce despotism at home 
or abroad. It should not be surpris- 
ing, then, if labor, a class, enjoying a 
greater right and liberty won from 
capital) another class, grew to place 
more -reliance on' its material strength 
ttfan on the righteousness of its posi- , 
tion and grave cause for its old oppo- 
nent re-girding itself for another war. 
Since the world began it has been in 
this, way that ground won was lost 
again and increasing sacrifice made 
necessary- How great the sacrifice the 
labor of England will have to make 
for its forgetfulneses the future only 
can tell. B--'. we may be sure, that in 
this case as in all other cases, the 
sacrifice will be out of all proportion 
to the sin. Yet the labor of England 
will not be reduced to its former help- 
lessness and misery. The safeguard 
from this IB In the nation's conscience, 
not in the power of labor nor in the 
mercy of capital.

is hoped that labor unions of 


America will learn from the conduct of 
the unions of England.

Boneral Merritt Will Probably 


Be Presiding Officer* 


Sablna! Officers Receive Reassuring News 


From :he Philippine Islands. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—President Mo 


Klnley announced to the cabinet at Ita 
regular meeting yesterday that he had 
determined to court-martial Genera) 
Eagan. Secretary Alger was not present 
at the cabinet meeting, but with Adju- 
tant General Corbin at the White House 
was In conference with the president on 
the subject prior to the cabinet session. 
The order for the court-martial will prob- 
ably be made today. 


Ever since the sensational event the 


president has been carefully deliberating 
over the matter and has had frequent 
consultations with army officers and 
others regardjng the steps that should 
be taken, for he was convinced from the 
outset that the question for considera- 
tion was what action should be taken 
and not whether any disciplinary meas- 
ures at all should be had. A determina- 
tion to taite some action was vigorously 
expressed at the last cabinet meeting, 
but the president reserved final de- 
cision. Just before the cabinet session 
yesterday he held a conference with the 
secretary of war and Adjutant General 
Corbin. It was not ot long duration, 
but the actionito folJow General Eagran's 
utterances was decided, and when ths 
cabinet met the president announced 
that he had reached his decision in th* 
matter. He said he had determined that 
there was only one course to adopt, and. 
that was to order a court-martial to be 
convened at once to try General Eagan. 
The decision, which was reached only 
yesterday morning, notwithstanding re- 
ports that a court-martial had been de- 
cided on Monday, met the unanimous 
approval of the members of the cabinet. 
Three of the president's official advisers, 
Secretary Alger, Secretary Wilson and 
Postmaster General Smith, were absent, 
but 
their 
views 
are 
known 
to 


coincide thoroughly with the president's 
decision. 


There was some discussion following 


the president's announcement, in which 
the case was threshed over to some ex- 
tent, though the president himself took 
little part In this discussion. The de- 
tails of the action were left to the secre- 
tary of war, who' had withdrawn just 
prior to the session, to return to the war 
department -to put In motion the ma- 
chinery for the convening of the court. 
While it was not definitely stated after 
the cabinet meeting what specifications 
would be made against General Eagun, 
It is understood that the specific charge 
m which he will be tried will be conduct 
nbecoming an officer and a gentleman, 
'he personnel of the court was not taken 
o, that phase of the action being held 


> be not a cabinet matter, but one that 
sted between the president and the 
icretary of war. 


MAJOR GENERAL MBRRITT. 


General Merritt, formerly commander- 


n-chief of the Philippines, has been men* 
"loned as likely to preside over the court, 
md a cabinet official said be would not 
ae surprised at General Merritfs desig- 
lation. 
In the absence of the announcement 


af the detail for the courtmartlal, there 
vyas a good deal of speculation as to its 
-omposition. 
General practice is for a 


-najority of the court to consist of the 
peers or superiors in rank of the de- 
fendant. 
This would make the task of 


Delecting a court a hard one, but it is not 
^asy to find a sufficient number of gen- 
*ral officers, ranking with a brigadier 
general, to make up a desirable quota. 
But latitude is permitted by the appoint- 
<ng authority In such selections, as the 
ninth article of war reads: 


"No officer shall, when it • can ba 


avoided, be tried by officers inferior in 
rank." 


It will be noticed that the phrase, "if 


it can bo avoided," leaves opportunity 
for the appointment of junior officers. 
The mention of General Merritt's name 
'»s president of the court was due to the 
fict that he is the only available ma- 
jor general of the regular army, the 
others being- General Brooke in Cuba 


i nd General Miles here, neither regarded 
s available. 
The friends of General 


>Ierritt are hoping- that he will not be 
rejected, fearing that he will be accuse-1 
of prejudice by one or perhaps both 
sides. 
The penalty for the offense for 


which General Eagan will be tried, con- 
duct unbecoming: an officer and a gentle- 
man, 
is one of tho most severe known 


In the army, being dismissal. 
Article 


II reads as follows: - 


"Any 
officer who !s convicted of con- 


fluct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman shall be dismissed from the scr- 
rlce." 


If the court shall find General Eagan 


guilty even with 'extenuating circum- 
stances, they must attach this sentence, 
ind then the only hope for the officer 
vould be in the exercise of clemency 
>y the president, based perhaps upon 
he court'* recommendations. 
Genera] Eagan has not yet been re- 
•eved of hlg duties in anticipation of hi* 
prospective *"••>• but it ts understood 
chat the order for his arrest preparatory 
to trial wjl] of Itself carry with It hie re- 
lief from official duties. It was said at 
the war department that the order for 
arrest may be served on General Eacan 
by an officer of the army some time dur- 
ing the official day today. This will en- 
able him to make formal application foi 
the privilege of going beyond the limits 
In which ordinarily he would be con- 
fined. 


The session of the cabinet occupied 


•bout an hour and a half. Arlvlcea were 
received from Manila that the situation 
on the islands is very quiet. The dis- 


patch was to the war department 
proved the most gratifying official news 
from that quarter .received aince the 
state of affairs in the archipelago re- 
cently assumed a serious phase. It an- 
nounced that the people who had moved 
out of the city of Manila, owing to alarm- 
ing but unfounded reports, -were quietly 
returning to their homes. 


At Hollo affairs are progressing satis- 


factorily, and a gratifying fact recited 
In the cablegram was that the officers 
aboard our ships and the individual in- 
surgents were fraternizing freely on 
shore, and that there was no stfn of 
trouble. 


President McKlnley announced during 


the session that he had' finally passed on 
the personnel of the commission to visit 
and report on the Philippine Islands, as 
follows: Messrs. Schurman, Dewey, 
Otla, Denby and Worcester. Their se- 
lection already had become known, and 
official announcement shortly will fol- 
low. 


The remainder of the cabinet session 


was taken up with matters of adminis- 
trative detail. 


In roiiffreM. 


Washington, Jan. 18. —The house yes- 


terday passed the naval personnel bill 
without division of the final passage, 
thus 
accomplishing what the officers 


of the navy have striven for during more 
than a decade. 


By its provisions the line and the en- 


gineer corps are welded into an amal- 
gamated line, staff officers are given 
positive rank, but their command Is 
limited to their own corps, and a sys- 
tem of voluntary and compulsory re- 
tirement on three-quarters pay as of 
the next higher rank of 40 officers a year 
Is established, which Is designed fo re- 
move the congestion In the lower rank. 
The bill also practically equalizes their 
pay with that of army officers. 
Three 


important amendments were adopted. 
One creates a judge advocate's corps, 
another abolishes,, prize money, and a 
third provides for the retirement on 
three-quarters pay of enlisted men and 
petty officers in the navy after 30 years' 
service. 


But the most important change In the 


bill as reported was the adoption, after 
a hard "fight, of a substitute for the 
organization of the marina corps, by | 
which the corps is to consist of 6000 en- 
listed men and petty officers, with gen- 
eral officers and staff. 
T^is will in- 


crease the marine corps by 1300 men, and 
increase the cost of its maintenance by 
$1 500,000. 
Several unimportant bills 


were passed by unanimous consent be- 
fore the personnel bill was taken up. 


Almost the entire session of the senate 


was devoted to consideration of the 
pending Nicaragua canal bill. Speeches 
were made In support of the measure by 
Mr. Chilton of Texas and Mr. Turner of 
Washington, and1 in opposition to it by 
Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin. 


Cloilng Pp. 


Washington, Jan. 18. — The Joint Ameri- 


can and Canadian commission was in 
cession yesterday, and after the coon- 
mission proper adjourned the sub-com- 
mittees on the Alaskan boundary and on 
bonding privileges went into 'session. 
There are still some minor differences to 
be settled on these as on other subjects, 
but the members of the commission ex- 
press the opinion that they will be able 
to conclude their labors within the next 
two weeks. They are very close to- 
gether on all questions at issue, and the 
opinion is now freely expressed that a 
treaty covering th'e numerous questions 
which have so long , been a source of 
vexation on both sides of the boundary 
line will be the result of the negotiation. 


"Anti<" Lin* of Buttle.

Apprenticeship in the TTni'ed States 


Davy la capable of making either a man or 
a reprobate of a bar. He is given every 
inducement to become a good, solid man, 
whether for continuation as a member of 
a man-of-war's ship's company or for the 
earnlngof a livelitood ashore. Theofficers 
of the American iftvy give the apprentice 
boys considerably the better of it over tho 
bluejackets who ship as such in all that 
concerns their interest and advancement, 
and the boy who during tho period that ho 
wears the apprentice's figure of eight knot 
on his mustering shirt goes wrong and be- 
comes a rowdy and a sea lawyer has only 
his iniiate cussudness to blame for it. 


Tho whole tendency of the apprentice's 


training aboard an American man-of-war 
makes for the conversion of the lad into a 
dignified, self controlled, able man, a 
matchless seaman and a tiptop gunner, to 
say nothing of the substantial equipment 
it furnishes him for lucrative employ- 
ment should be elect upon the conclusion 
of hie apprenticeship to settle down ashore. 


It is the old sailors, the men who have 


spent about an equal number pf years in 
tho merchant marine and in the United 
States navy, who possess the greatest pow 
er for good or evil in making or breaking 
American naval apprentices. The officers 
aft hold the lads with a strong rein wti< > 
they have them under immediate instruc- 
tion, but the boys live forward among the 
men, and they form their characters in the 
forecastle. 


If the material is in them, it is bound to 


come out. 
The old time naval sailors cao 


tell at a glance whether a just shipped boy 
or a boy fresh aboard a cruising man-of- 
.war from a training ship has the "mak- 
ings" of a finished sailor and a good ship- 
mate in bis composition. If their careful 
inspection of cnch a boy convinces them 
that the lad is worth their pains, they "go 
to work" on h*m trorn the very outset of 
his cruising career, season him with all of 
the practical ship and gun information 
that they themselves have picked up after 
years of experience, and thus supplement 
the technical education that the boy re- 
ceives from the officers. 
The sailors who 


thus take a kindly interest in a boy who 
looks promising do not treat him with 
partiality,' and be gets swatted about just 
as much as the apprentice who is a slug- 
gard. 


But the interest they exhibit in drilling 


sea lore into his mind and their pains in 
instructing him on every little valuable 
detail as tbo occasion arises plainly show 
that they have "got him in their minds," 
and observation proves that the boys who 
are thus picked oat by the uiii timers up 
forward as being worth these efforts are 
the lads who get the warrant officers' 
blouses when their apprenticeship is over. 
Ask any warrant officer in the United 
States navy today about the struggle he 
had to finally attain the wearing of a 
sword from the wearing of a figure of 
eight knot, and he will begin to speak af- 
fectionately of two or three grumpy, sav- 
age old bos'n's mates or quartermasters 
to whom he claims he owes roost of bis 
success. It is a matter of pride with the 
old timers to thus boost a lad up the lad- 
der. 


From his very first day on 'board either 


a training ship or a man-of-war proper the 
nnfledKed youngster is expected to hop 
right out ot bis boyhood and to assume to 
all intents and purposes the full status of 
a man. He lives among men that have 
ranged the world most of their lives; he 
works alongside of them, and almost aa 
much work is expected from him as from 
the old timers; he puts up with the same 
amount of hardship, toes the same mark 
of discipline, is quite as responsible at the 
mast for derelictions and just as liable to 
a tour in the brig in double irons for mis- 
conduct as his older shipmates, who re- 
gard the circumnavigation of the globe aa 
a bagatelle. 


The boy who ot the outset of his naval 


life sheds a lonesome tear or tW(^ in his 
hammock, but who keeps up a brave front 
when in view of his shipmates, is the lad 
who may be always marked for a winner. 
It would be out of nature for a youngster 
of any sort of nonsibillties whatsoever to 
plunge into man-of-war life, with alLof 
Its apparent ngiuity at first sight, withoTit 
being a bit taken aback and oppressed by 
the roughness of it alt 
The navy is com- 


posed, as a whole, fore and aft, of genuine 
masculine men'and of deeply affectionate 
and unswervingly loyal men, too, whun 
their esteem and confidence have been 
won. but in no environment is tho parade 
of even the slightest suspicion of senti- 
mentality more quickly frowned upon 
than upon tliu forward dock of a man-of- 
war. 


From the purely physical point of view 


apprenticeship in tho navy is a fine tiling 
for a lad. Nine out of ton naval appren- 
tices when thuy attain their majorities are 
strapping, rugged, brawny men, capable 
of enduring any amount of hardship and 
possessing a quality of health and sound- 
ness that is bound to see them through 
many ups and downs ashore should they 
elect to quit the sea whon they ri'ach the 
age of £1, which not many of thorn do, by 
the way 
Of course iu order to get into 


the navy at all tho apprentice must be 
sound of body, but many of tho lads only 
get Into tho service by narrow murgius, 
owing to their being undersized or of no 
very rugged character of physical maka 
up. 
Onoo they get to work on tho decks 


of a man-of-war, providing there is noth- 
ing latent and constitutional the matter 
with thorn, it is amazing to see how the 
lads begin to spread and grow. They ore

PHIDIAS AND HIS JUPITER. 


How the Grent Blunter Came to Make 


Hi* Fttmona Staine, 


E. H. House, writing in The St. Nich 


^ olas of "Statues Worth Their Weight in 
j Gold," tells how Phidias eamo to make 
j his colossal "Jupiter." A more vainglor- 


i .ious set of men than the Athenian "old 


masters" never existed, he says. They 
gave themselves the airs of sovereigns, not 
to say demigods. Among the haughtiest 
of them was Phidias, who was thought by 
many to be the greatest of ail sculptors. 
He lived a century before Praxiteles and 
was selected by Pericles, the ruler of 
Athens, to adorn the Parthenon—that 
beautiful temple which is still standing, 
though its artistic decorations have been 
lost or carried to other countries. Some 
of the friezes carved by Phidias are now 
in the British museum. 


The glory of the Parthenon was his gi- 


gantic image of the goddess Minerva, near- 
ly 40 feet hiijh and made of ivory overlaid 
with gold. 
He gave so much offense by 


his arrogance that his enemies were al 
ways watching for a chance to do him 
harm. At one time they accused him oi 
stealing some of the gold from the statue 
but the gold plates were taken off am 
weighed, and his innocence thus proved 
Then it was discovered that two of th< 
figures he had placed upon Minerva'' 
shield were likenesses of himself and Per 
icles, and a cry of impiety was raisei 
against him, in consequence of which h 
was banished from the city. 


He took his revenge in a curious WET 


The Minerva had been universally consh 
ered his noblest work, but now he prt 
claimed that he would surpass it for tl. 
benefit of the people r,f Ells, another Gr< 
clan tovr, in wnichhehad sought refugi 
The Athenians declared that this was mi 
possible, but a little while later, when h 
set up his colossal Jupiter, they were com 
pelled to acknowledge that their goddef 
was eclipsed. The citizens of Elis adopt? 
Phidias with acclamations and decree 
perpetual honors to his family. His lot 
was deeply lamented by Pericles, whos 
ambition it was that Athens should leu 
the world in cultivation and refinemer 
and who delighted to surround himsei 
with eminent scholars and artists of a! 
kinds—musicians and painters, as well a 
sculptors.

might be called the massacre of the horses 
There is no pretense of fighting, and thi 
picador rarely attempts to save his horse, 
although nothing would be easier. 
Ou 


tho contrary, the horse is deliberately 
offered to the bull, with the very consider- 
able chance, of course, that tho picador 
hiii.self may be wounded through his pads 
or as he rolls over with his horse. The 
horses are old and lean, one eye is often 
bandaged, and if, as they often do, they 
press back in terror -against the barrier or 
become unmanageable, a red coated chulo 
comes forward and takes tho bridle, and 
another follows with a stick, and the 
horse is led up to the bull and placed side- 
ways to receive the charge. 


The bull, who has not the slightest de- 


sire to attack 'he horse, is fin.-iily teased 
into irritation by the red coats and the 
pink cloaks, which are tossed and flaunted 
before him. He paws the ground, puts 
down his head and charges. 
The piki- 


pricks him, and his horns p'-nge into the 
horse's belly or are caught un the loose 
wooden saddle, or, as happened when 1 
was there, scrape the picador's log. Tho 
cloaks aro flourished again, and the bull 
follows, them. Then the hor.se, if he i* 
still on his feet, is again turned to thi 
bull. There is a great red hole in him 
and the blood drips, but he is dragged am 
beaten forward. The bull plunges at hin 
a second time, and this time he rolls ove 
with liis rider, who scrambles out fro; 
under him, Ins yellow clothes staiiu 
with red.

chulo drags nim by the tail, anc'., if 
can, he staggers to his feet.

Dallying Policy of the Government Makes 


Things Smooth For the Pretender, 


London, Jan. 18.—The Times prints this 


moining from a con espondent In Spain 
a column article on the chances of the 
ip.etender, Don Carlos Among other 
thangs the correspondent says: 


The Conservatives are disunited to a 


greater degree than the liberals; and 
among the latter it has been openly as- 
eerted that unless the present difficulties 
are solved by the end of the month they 
will themselves take the lead in per- 
suading the people to call Don Carlos to 
the throne. 


It is surprising to what an extent the 


feeling that the triumph of Carllsm is 
the only chance for the regeneration of 
Spain has spread throughout the coun- 
try during the last few months, Go 
v. here you will that is the question chief- 
ly discussed. Only the clergy hold aloof, 
professing attachment to the regency in 
obedience to the pope's instructions. 


DON CARLOS. 
The government's attitude toward the 


movement is curious and perplexing. 
While many of the leading Carllsts have 
left Spam in order to avoid arrest, others, 
no less prominent, are permitted to "ad- 
dress public meetings in large towns and 
to pursue their propaganda in the press 
unmolested. In some places Carllst 
clubs are closed, while in others, like 
Barcelona, they are allowed to flourish 
openly. 


CarUst books and pamphlets are widely 


pold, and in political circles there te open 
talk of suggesting a compromise — Don 
Carlos to mount the throne OK the under- 
etandmgfof a speedy abdication in favor 
of his son, Don Jaime, who would marry 
the Infanta Maria, It is certain, h,ow- 
ever, that Don Carlos would reject such 
an offer. 


Meanwhile the government Is playing 


into the hands of the Carllsts in the most 
bewildering manner by its policy of 
dallying, while the repatriated Spanish 
troops are perambulating the streets in 
a pitiful condition, relating their hard- 
ships and telling stories of how they 
were left without food or ammunition, 
while their generals in Cuba were hag1- 
pling with the American agents as to the 
price for which a nominal victory was to 
be purchased by the latter. 


Many officers don't hesitate to declare 


in favor of Don Cartos; but the army 
waits for a leader. Nobody understands 
General Weyler's intentions and the 
generals hesitate to make a pronuncia- 
mento. The opinion of the Carlists and 
of many non-Carlists is that, if Don 
Carlos should land in Spain, the army 
would go over to him in overwhelming 
numbers and he would probably have a 
"walk-over" after the first skirmish or 
two. 


Wanted to Region. 


Madrid, Jan. 18.— At th« cabinet coun- 


cil yesterday Senor Puigcerver, minister 
of finance, expressed a desire to resig-r 
his portfolio; but he ultimately yielded 
to the persuasions of Premier Sagas ta, 
who represented the necessity of the 
ministry appearing Intact before the 
corfes. No date has yet been fixed for 
the meeting of the cortes, but it will 
probably come together two days after 
the ratification of tb« treaty by the 
United States eenate.

When Florence Nightingale came, In- 


stantly a new intelligence, instinct with 
pity, aflame with euerjry, fertile with wo- 
manly invention, swept through the Scu- 
tari hospital. Clumsy mule devices were 
dismissed, almost with a gesture, into 
space. Dirt became a crime, fresh air «u<J 
'-•lean lisj-js, sweet, food and soft hands a 
piety 
A great kitchen was organized 


which rronded ^eii cooked food for a 
thousand men. Washing was a lost nrf 
in the hospital, but this baud of wo- 
men created, as with a brenth, a great 
laundry, and a strange cleanliness crept 
along the walls and the beds of the hos- 
pital. In their warfare with disease and 
pain these women showed a resolution as 
high -as the nion of their raoe showed 
against the gray coated battalions of Ink- 
erinan, or in the frozen trenches before 
Se\astopol. Muddle beaded male routine 
was swept ruthlessly aside. 


If the commissariat failed to supply req- 


uisites, Florence Nightingale, who had 
great funds at her disposal, instantly pro- 
vided them hcrsdf, and the heavy footed 
officials found the swift feet of these wo- 
men outrunning them in every path of 
help and pity. Ouly'one flash of auger Is 
reported to have broken the serene calm 
which served as a mask for the steellike 
and resolute will of Florence Nightingale. 
Some stores had arrived from England; 
sick men were languishing for them. Eub 
routine required that they should be "in- 
spected" by a board before being issued, 
and the board, moving with heavy footed 
slowness, "bed not completed Its work 
when night fell. The stores were, there- 
fore,, with official phlegm, locked up and 
their use denied to the eiok. Between the 
Beads of hundreds of sick men and the 
comforts they required was the looked 
door, the symbol of red tape. Florence 
Nightingale called a couple of orderlies, 
walked to the door and quietly ordered 
them to burst it open and the stores to be 
distributed!—Cornhill Magazine.

The trial of Vincenzo lemmello and 


Bruno de Lorenzo, both of this city 
for assault occupied most of the day 
Tuesday. The local Italian community 
was celebrating Christmas night and 
De Lorenzo's wife was at the house of 
an Italian near by. 
The 
evidence 


showed that De Lorenzo went into the 
house and called his wife vile names 
and began to kick her, when he was 
set upon by three brothers, Vincenzo, 
Agoslino and Antonio lemmello.

tim is now suffering. The claim was 
that De Lorenzo, in handling the razor 
and threatening to kill, cut his own 
nose, and this view the jury evidently 
believed after Lawyer Couch argued 
for Vincenzo leimnello, for they found 
him not guilty. 


Bruno De Lorenzo was tried for as- 


saulting Agostino lemmello, whose ear 
De Lorenzo nearly severed from his 
head, and also cut the side of the face 
badly. The jury found De Lorenzo 
guilty and 
he was sentenced to 18 


months in the house of correction. The 
juries were dismissed until this morn- 
ing.

Ryan, who was one of the most 


prominent members of Northwestern's 
team the past season, complains of nig 
treatment by the university athletic 
management. 
According to a story 


that comes from Chicago, he declares 
that he came to the university o'n as- 
surances that his expenses in North- 
western medical school would be paid 
for one year if he played on the foot- 
ball team, but that after he had ful- 
filled his part 
of 
the contract the 


Northwestern authorities failed to ful- 
fill their part. 


Ryan says that last fall Manager 


Hart of Northwestern wrote him and 
promised him free tuition In the medi- 
cal school. He replied encouragingly, 
whereupon Hart sent ,hirn a half-rate 
ticket and he came on to Bvanston. 
Northwestern was sadly In need of a 
quarter-back, and it was agreed that 
Ryan should receive besides a year's 
tuition in the medical school, books 
and implements and certain other 
maans of obtaining money easily, such 
as a share of the receipts in the stu- 
dent's directory, a half interest in the 
baseball score card, and the promise 
of patronage as an insurance agent. 


Ryan went upon the team and proved 


one of the hardest and best players. 
He has attended school but two days 
since going west. He says he received 
a set of medical instruments, two books 
and 15 in cash, but that in no other 
respects has Northwestern's athletic 
management kept its word with him, 
and now he is here, unable to con- 
tinue in the medical school and witn 
nothing to do. Some time ago he began 
work on a Chicago .paper.

Proposed By New Law. Of Special In 


terestto Post Office Clerks. 


A number of important changes in 


the postal system are embraced in the 
postofflce 
appropriation 
bill 
agreed 


upon Saturday by the bouse committee 
on postofiices and post roads at Wash- 
ington, in which the local public will 
be interested. The rural free delivery 
service receives an increase from $150,- 
000 to $300,000. 


The most important feature of the 


bill is a coinplste classification of the 
postofflce clerks, and 
their salaries, 


throughout the country. Heretofore a 
lump sum has been allowed to the 
postofflce department for clerk hire in 
various cities and towns. Now, how- 
ever, a definite number of clerks is al- 
lowed in each class'and the department 
cannot go beyond this number. The 
salaries 
are also readjusted, being 


scaled upward until the $1200 point is 
reached. 


Another new provision is $75,000 al- 


lowed for vacations for 
postoffice 


clerks. At present the law allows the 
vacation, but, the clerks must furnish 
substitutes. 
The new provision will 


permit, by doubling up of clerks, the 
desired vacation. 


The changes 
are 
also important 


largely because of their effect upon the 
status of. the clerks in the offices 
throughout the country. The appropria- 
tions recommended for salaries, and 
the provisions made for vacations, if 
adopted, will place the clerks on the 
same footing as the mail carriers. Un- 
der the present regulations the carriers 
are much more highly favored than the 
clerks.' The latter are not in line for 
any increase of salary except as some 
one higher in rank drops out and their 
faithfulness recommends them to the 
position. If a clerk desires to take a 
vacation, he must do so at his own loss 
of time, and if help is needed'during 
his absence he must provide for it out 
of his own salary. The new regulation 
would give each clerk two weeks' va- 
cation, with pay, and entitle him to in- 
crease as his itime of service increases.

Securing evidence sufficient to make 
a move he secured the help of Captain 
Parrow and yesterday afternoon made 
thearrest as above recorded. The mode 
of operation was when the grain cars 
were side tracked in this city, to wait 
the through freight, these boys would, 
with the.aid of an auger, bore a, hole 
in the bottom of the car, and placing a 
bag under it secure all the oats and 
grain they wished. 


After they were locked up Deputy 


Sheriff Richards and a constable from 
Williamstown came to this city to look

The exact loss to the Fitchburg com- 


pany cannot now be ascertained, nor 
will it be known until report is made 
from Boston, but the police officers talk 
with an air of confidence that their 
efforts, the entire result ot which they 
refuse to give to the reporters in de- 
tail, is of more than ordinary import- 
ance.
